WHEN PEACEFUL ARIZONA RIVER WENT ON RAMPAGE 


Normally the Santa Cruz river in Arizona trickles along an alrnost dry, sandy bed, but once in a while 
it goes berserk, as it did above when the photo was taken. The turbulent waters inundated the sur-
